To Trace them to their 
fir Original, we mult look back as high as the beginning of 
the Refirmation it {cli There were at that time tome people 
that abufing the Dorin of Predeffization gave themielyes 
the liberty to do any thing, and tcrupled at n thing, under pre- 
tence, that ‘twas impollinle to Revoke an Abfilute Decree. Thele 
dangerous confequences were much complained of by the maig 
Body of Prote?anes, as thingsof avery feadalas influence, which 
our Adverfaries would not fail to impute ta the privczples of the 
Reformation: But vet this Do€trine was ftill more publick!y taught 
and followed during the Late Crvil warsy when all the Kingdom 
was as iwere overhown with a Deluge of Libertinifin, kor it was 
rot confined only withia thole Lels extended Sects of Q sakers, 
Ranters, and fuch like, but was likewilea dopted by many others 
of thofe called Nonconform fls, whoas you know, are divided imo 
Prefbyterians and Independents, For tho at the begi: ning, almoftall 
Sefaries were called Independents becaute thele lait were much rel- 
pected by the people for their Piety, yet the Zvdependents truly fo 
called, differed very littlefrom the Presbyterians and other Reform. 
ed Christians, namlyy in {ome articles of Difcipline of very flight 
importance, as may be feen in their confefions of Faith. However, 
They who found their advantage in their Divifions, fuccelstully Ja- 
boured to fomentthem. But at laft, having by fad experience 
tound what fatal con{fequences their Divifions had drawn afterthem, 
they Reunited about two years ago, publifned the articles of their 
union, and changed the names of their formerly Differing Parties 


into that of The united Brethren, which we hope will prove aftep 


ofa ftridter union between them and the Presbyteriazsy or principal 
Nencon formifts. 

But notwithftanding this, There were ftill at London feveral 
perfons of the 4ntsmomian Party, who being vexedto the heart at 
an agreement they were not able to hinder, Refolved to breakit 
whatever it coftthem, And accordingly they begun Quickly t 
form a Purty, who Declaimed with great vehemence againft the 
pacifick Bretbren,Blackning and decrying them as men that exalted 
the Fuftice of Many and went about to fetup the Lewagain. A 
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this proceeding feeming to them too mild, they made ufe ofaf | 


artifice, which js never the more excufable for being common, whi 

was tofix upon their adverfiries {uch invidious names and titles 3 
were moft effeCtual to Render them odious to the people, Malicioul 
ly infinuating in their Sermons, and other difcourfes, That the umt. 


ed Brethren had Quitted the old Road of the firf Reformersy and 
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preached aD fferent Refigion from theirs which fome of their hot- 
telt men, nick-named The new Law, And by this method, they 
drew agreat number of ignorant and credulous perfons to them. 
Among others, one Davies an ildterate man, going from London 
into Nerthauptonfbire, not only preached up the Errours retuted in 
ths Book, Bat likew:e cook upon him to fend tato the Minzéryy 
feveral Shoomakers, Mafovs, and other Gandicrafrs Trales-men, 
giving them po.ver to preach, on purpote to Low D.vfon amonsz the 
retde, and to {pread abroad his Doctrine, which they cffectualiy 
did in Diverfe places, as appears by tne particular Relation made 
of them printed at Londoa, under the utle of the Plague ot Koth- 
wel/the place of the ordinary Relidence of the {ad Dav's. Butthac 
which contributed moft to the fortifying of chole Diwfiovs, was the 
new publication of Dr. Crifps works about two years ago by his 
Son Mr. Samuel Crifps That Dr. was one of the moft coafidera- 
»lemen among the the Antinomians. His Book bears the Tit/- 
of Chri? alone exalted. Many Learned Divines f{trongly opp >fed 
his errowrs, andif Ibe not miflaken his Book was forbidden, The 
Tate Mv, Bixter who was a famous Presoyterian Divine, wrote 
again{t the aforefaid Book after us fecond publication, not onlv 
with deliza to preferve us fromthe ill Imprefions it might make 
upon us, but likewife to cure us of the prejudices we might have 
already entertained in its favour, as may be {een in his pacfick 
Divinity, and in his Tomb of Controverfies ; Which Rendred 
him the o>je& of the hate, and Reproaches of the Antinomians, 

In fine the continual progrefs made by this Commodious fort cf 
Divinity alarmed the minds of all the underftanding and moderate 

men ofall parties: And M-.Vildiams in particular, who vigoroufly 

endeavoured to procure the forefaid anion, preached fuccelsfully 

agun{t thole Gentlemen, and did all he could to bringthem to heat 

Reafon, But wifely conceiving that all thofe that were in danger 

of being {educed, dwelt not at London only and thatall thofe chat 
dwelt there, either could not, or would not come to hear his Ser- 
mons, he {et forth the Book which 1 fend you, which in few months 
after, was printed again, {ubfcribed by 4g. Miniters. You are there-

tour chief Bufinefs in this Extraéé to gtve tuch an account of 
tliem as is delired, referring our Keaders to the Book it felf, to 
fatishe them, with what Reafons our Author defends his Opi 
NlGwMS. 

1. The firlt Articleswhich may be looke upon as the foundation © 
of all the rett, isconcerning the {tate of an Elect perfon, before his @ 
efficacious Calling and Converfion. The Autinomians, and Dr, ¥ 
Crip, againf{ whom our Author difputes, pretend, That an Eleé © 
perfon can never be the O)jed# of God's Anzer, nor fubje& toCom F 
demnation, even before he comes to believe in Jefus Chrift; And 17 
chat though he were under the Dominion of Sinyand engaged nm 
ene molt enormous Crimes, yet he is {till the Child of God, and © 
Fafiified as much as the Saints that are already adfually received 
into Heaven. Mr. Willams fo far agrees with them, that he be 
Jieves, that they which are elected by God from all Eteruitys 
thall be adupted and jullifed in time; and that there is a great deal 
ot afference between an Elect perfan, before his Vocation, and ano 
ther Man, But he Lentessthat betore fuch Vication,the fins ofan 
Elected perfon are pardoned, and that he is a@tually adopted. On 
the contrary, he pretends, That aa Elect perfon, whilft hes 
{till in Sia and Difobedience, is the Child of Wrath, Ephef 2. 3. con- 
demned by the Lar, from which he is nor yet Fuflifed. The 
Miftaks ot Dr. Cryp isGrounded upon an Jmaginatton, that Be

4. The fourth Pott is likewife bur another confeguence dedu- 
ced from the precedent ones. For whereas the Antincmians ar- 
gue, That after the Satisfaction of Fefus Christ, the Elect are no 
more finners, becaufe that after that time, the fins they commit 
are not properly their fiassbut che fias of their Redeemer, who has 
taken them upon bim. Me. Willians maintains on the contrary, 
That the Satisfaction of Fefus Corit hinders not the firs o! the E- 
lect, nay even of fucl of them as are attually delievers from be- 
ing Rill their os proper fias, and not chofe of their Szvzour.

Upon this Article, 
our Author contefles, That Jefus Chriff did indeed feel the ef. 
fs of the Wrath of God, and that the Divinity united perfonally to 
the Humanity, did not communicate it felf fo fully to it then as before, 









but at thefame time he declaressthat he Rejed?s and Abbors theo. 
ther Protofitions that Dr. Crifp has advanced about this point, 


+. In the Seventh A ticle, our Author confeffes the Merit of Fe. 


(us ChriG tobe of infinite priceyand looks upon itas the caafe ofall hh 
che Llefliags and favours that are beftowed upon the Eleé#, bath in n 
rhe Aizgdom of grace, and in that of glory; But he maintains a- h 
oaintt his Adverfary, that there is no fuch exchange made of the 


Perfox of Chrift for that of an tled# Chriffian, that an Ele& per. fi 
‘on fhould thereby become what Fefus Chriff was and JFefus Chnit | 
be whatche otber was ; That isto fay, thatthe Justice of the Sa 
vicur, both AGive and Paffive, fhould become the Habitual Fuffice 
of the finning man which was elected, and that it refides in himgas | 
iin its Subject. 

In his Eighth Chapter, the Author proceeds to handle the conditis 
on of the Evangelical Covenant, Dr. Crip pretends this covenantto 
be Abfolute , that it exaéts no manner of condition from Man, no | 
not fo much as that of Fath, becaufe the effects and _ benefits of 
this Covenant are communicated tothe Elect before ever they come | 
into the World: And our Author confeffes indeed, That God has 
promifed inthe Covenant of Redemption, to give Faith to his 
Elect, it being a thing they cannot attain by their own power ; He 
further grants, that Faith was no Motive to God, to engage him 
ro enaft, offer and appoint the Gofpel Covenant , becaufe that 
Covenant was enacted before we were born; But yet he pretends, 
that by the order which Ged has eftablifht in the bringing about 
our Salvation, Faith is neceflarily required, to make any Man capi: 
ble of fharing in the benefits of the Death of Chrift, which Cr.Cafp 
wili by no means admit; Being deceived by this erroneous imag 
nation That becaufe God has promifed to give Faith to bis £ 
lect 5 Therefore it muft needs foilow, that Faith cannot be a 
condition of the covenant of grace. 

g he Antinomians further differ from the VU ited Brethren, 
bout the mature of Faith. The former teaching it to be nothing 
eile but a per{mafon 5 That our firs are pardoned : To which 3 out: 
Author to tar affents,as to grant that perfirafion to bea neceffary and. 
indifpenfalle efect of Faith, But he denies) That the whole Bf @- 
fonce of Faith confifts in thar Perfrafon; and prevends,;, aes | 
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includes further, a powerful and efficacious confent to the Word of 
God, an acceptance ot Fefus Chris as our King, Priesé and Propher, 
and a reliance upon his merits and obedience. He proves, one may 
have fuch a perfwafion as the Antinomians talk of, without having 
Faith, and that many great finners are pofiett with fuch a pretend- 
ed afurance, to’ their coff; and that on the contrary, it is poffible 
for fome true Believers to want it. And for that foint he cites 
the 8th Chapter of the Confeffion of Faith, which fays, That an 
Infalible affurance 1s not of the Effence of Faith, fince a true Believer 
may wait a long time, and encounter many difficultics, before 
he comes to be partaker of fuch an afurance. 

11. The two following articles are but confeguences of the 
former: Our author there maintaining, That an Elect perfon is 
not united to Fefus Chriff, till he be converted by his Spirit, and 
that the grace of this Mediator is given only to thofe,thatacknow- 
ledging themfelves to be finners, affent to the Truth ot the Gofpel, 
and that in a Holy Humility, being convinced of their Mifery eut 
of the communion of Chrift, form a refolution to renounce their fins , 
and all Merits of their own, toaccept Fefus Chrift offered them 
in the Gofpel , and to Rely upon him alone for their: Fufti- 
fication, Sanctification, and Exernal Salvation. Dr. Crifp on the con - 
trary , afferts, Ihat a Wicked Man, even while he yet re- 
mains in his Jgnorance, Infidelity, &c. may be aflured, That he 
hasa part in Jefus Chrif,and that he is a Saviour to him. 

12. In the next Chapter our Author treats of the manner by 
Which Faith juftifies us, and maintains, That though Faith does 
not merit our Juftification, nor is our juftitying righteoutfnefs ; 
yet it is aGondition indifpenfably required to qualitie us for the 
Imputation of Chrifts Merits, and the pardon of our fins. 
Whereas Dr. Crifp teaches on the contrary, That all the ufe of 
Fath in Fuftification, is only to inform us, that we were juflified 

core. In the fame Chapter, he makes a digreffion about the 
hecefhty of Repentance for the obtaining Remiffion of fins. And 
our Author afferts that Neceffity. And his Adverfary teaches , 
That an Elect Perfon has already obtained that Remiffon without 
any Precedent Repentance. Mr. Williams allo affirms, that a 

enitent Believer is juftified without works. 
13. In the 13th Chapter, he Treats of the Advantages of 
olinefi, and of Good Works. In which the Author is care- 
ful, at the very beginning, to difmifs all Notions and Pretences of 
érit on Man’s fide, and every thing that tends any way to lef- 
fens or detra& from the perfection of the Satisfaction of Chrift ; 
ut he pretends againft Dr. Crip, That Repentance as well as 
Aa Fatih, 
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Faith, is indifpenfably Required for our obtaining Remiflion ot fins 
by the Merit of our Mediatour ; That good works are the only 
true Boad to Heaven, which is promifed only ta thofe that perfevere 
in Holinels, as the /o/s, of it is threatned on the otherfide, to them 
that continue in Difobedience, or fall into 4p¢afie: That the felt- 
city of the mext Lite ought to be confidered as the Reward of the 
Good works ofthe faithful, and that according to the Rule of the 
Gofpely He that has no Holinels, or that neglects todo Good works, 
will be certainly condemned: That the Lord has promifed Diverle 
Blefings Diltin&t from Eternal Lite to Diverle Vertues, asto Look fa- 
vourably upon them that pray fervently tohim 3 toGive peace of ccn- 
{cience t» thofe that live well, &c. And that ina word, The Lord 
Loves him better that makes tr his bulinels to prattife Vertue, than 
him that negleés it. Thele wuths, (fays the Journalift) Are fo 
firmly eftablithed in Scripture, and focontormable to Reafon, that 
it were hardly to be believed, there were any {pirits lo perverfe aso 
deny them, did not our Auth 


us vilible proofs of it by the words of his Adverfary which he cites, | 

wherein that Dr. politively denies, That good works are any mote & 

the Way to Heaven than they are the caufe that procure it us. : 
14. [he opivion which our Author oppoles in the follow'ng | 


Chapter, is no lefs extravagant than the laft. For Dr. Crifp pretends | 
that in the praCtice of Vertue, Man ought to have no regard atallto © 
Eternal felicity, no nottho he admits it but in the fecond place to | 


the Glory of God, which according to him, ought to be the on/y prin- 
ciple of all our a@tions, and the Sole end we ought to propofe to out 
felves. Our Author confeffes that the Glory of God ought to be 
the principal End of a Believer, and the chief motive to incite him 
to his Daty and that he ought likewife to be ftirred up toit by 
principle of Gratitude; But this being propofed in the firlt place, 
that he may further have regard to all the Graces and favours a 
well of chis life, as of that te come, and which God promifes us 10 
his word as the Reward of Vertue. 

_ 15. His fifteenth Chapter, {peaks of the means by which a Be 
liever may come to be afured of the Remitlion of his fins, upot 
which pointy Dr. Grilpteaches, that it isdone by an inward volt 
of the {pirst of Gody which tells us, our fins are pardoned, without any 
examination of our faith and Repentance : But Mr. Williams, t0 
he Grants, the {piritto be the Author of that perfuafion, yet preten 
it to bea fruit of the fncere exara nation of our own heart, by which 
we come to know our felves to be Qualified with Faith, Chat! 
anda)! the other Graces which the Cofpel has declared to be inf 
libie markscf Our Regeneration. And this affarance, (accor 
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ing to him) is ftromg or weak according as we are more or lels 
frongly perfaaded that the aforefaid graces are in us. 

16. [The Three next chajters treat of the manner how God Locks 
upon, and treats fin in a Believer. Dr, Orilp believes, That God fees 
no (7 ina Believer, even when he {ces the af of fn which a Be- 
liever committs, that he requires neither confeffion nor Repentance 
ot it, as means to obtain the pardon of it, how great foever the 
Crime committed may be, whether Murder, Adultery, &c. From 
whence it follows, That thofe fivs do no harma at all to the Believ- 
er; That he ought to ftand in no fear ot them, that the evils he 
fufers are not {ent upon him becaule of his fms ; And ina word, 
that God never Chaftifes his people at all for their Difobedience. 
Whereas our Author on the ccntrary pretends, that the fs ot Be- 
lievers have all the f’thof Read and true fins; That Ged looks up- 
on them as fuch in his faithful people 5 That in order tocheir par- 
don, he exaéts Repentance of them, and new aQs of their faith in 
Jefus Chrift tho indeed thefe fivsought net to make them fear they 
have forfeited thefardon which was granted them for their former, 
ant. He further affures us, that tho God will not permit a Faithful 
perfon fallen into fir, to continue always in ir, It is yet very certain, 
that ithe fhould always perfit in it, that he would perith; That 
God often affi&s his faithful people with Temporal evils, to induce 
them by thofe Chaftifements, to forfake jin and to avoid eternal 
punifhment ; That God may be, and isangry at his Children for 
their fus; And that he often afflicts his people for their Difebedi- 
ence, tho he neyer entirely dceprivesthem cf the favours of his 
Covenant, 

17. Inthe Nineteenth Chapter, he Difcourfes of the Beauty of 
fincere Holinefs in a Believer. And whereas {ome perfons in Re- 
prefenting the Jmperfeétion of the Good works of the Eleé?, have 
made ufe of fome very harfb, and offenfive Expreffions , of the 
number of which is the Dodfor, againft whom Mr. VVilkams 
writes ; who confidently affirms, That the Greateft Holinefs of 
the Faithful, tho wrought in them by the operation of the Holy 
Ghoff, is nothing elfe but Filth, Corruption, and Uncleannefs; our 
Author on the contrary. tho he confefles the Holinefs or Righteouf- 
ne{s ot a Believer to be neither Perfeéf nor Meritorious, y the main- 
tains it tobe Beautiful in it felf, and wel! pleafing to God, and 
far from being nothing but filth and impurity. 

18 The two following Chapters treat of Evangelical Preaching, 
and Legal Preaching The Antinomians call th. ir Adverfaries Freach- 
ers of the Lar, becaule they infifted too much, as they thought, 
Upon Sanctification. Cour Author, tofhew how unjuftly they are 

Aa 2 acculed, 
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accufed. lavs down the Nature of Evanzelical Preaching, and legal 
Preaching, with the Differences between them. And ’tis obvious 
to conclude from what we have juft now faidy Thatthe Anz. 
nomians pretend, that the Gofpel, or Evangelical Preaching confifts 
in ajuring mea, that their fins are Pardoned for Fefus Chrift’s fake, 
that he has performed their whole Duty forthem; and that the 

ought to be perfuaded, that by Vertue of his Merits, they thall 
obtain everlalting Life. Aud they accife the Presbyterians on the 
contrary , for reviving the Law, becaufe they aJure Men, that 
their Sins fhall not be Pardoned, unlets they firtt believe in Chrift, 
and tura to God with cieir whole Hearts, by a ferious Repentance, 
And becaufe they require of them Repentance and Good works as 
conditions without which they connot be Saved. 

19 The Autinomians,to make their Opinion the more plau- 
fible, pretend, That ic extremely exalts the Merits of Fefus 
Chrijty and the Glory of Grace, by attributing folely and abfolutely 
to him alone the whole work of our Salvation. In endeavouring 
the Refutation of which, our Asthor fpends his two laft Chap- 
ters; and alledges, That ’tis enough to have fhewn the Doctria 
he oppofes to be falfe, to prove it impoffible, that JefusChritt 
fhould be Glorified by it, fince he can be glorified by nothing 
but the Truth; and then he proceeds to prove, that on the con- 
trary, itisthe Do&trinthat he has laid down, that attributes to 
Jefus Chrift, and to his Grace, and to his Merits a.glory truly 
worthy of him; whereasthe contrary Dorin Difhonours him 
{-veral ways,and efpecially by looking on them as Members of 
our Saviour, thatare till plunged in molt notorious mickednefs, 
and continue ftill enflaved to their finful Lufts. 

20. Becaufe the Autinomians further accufe the Authour and 
thofe of his Party of Pelagianifm, Arminianifm, and Socinianifm. He 
clofes all with an Appendix, where after a brief Repetition of all he 
has faid in his Book he alledges, that the Dotrin which he de- 
fends, is {ufficient to Juftify him fromall thofe Reproaches, with- 
out his having any need of throwing himfelf into thofe Excre-
